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AUDITORW’ REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE ‘TOWN OF WALPOLE :— 

In presenting for your consideration the Auditors’ Report for 
the past year we desire to express our thanks to the Town Treas- 
urer and Chairman of Selectmen for their kind assistance, and of- 
fer for the thoughtful consideration of the citizens of the ‘Town the 
following suggestions :— 

It is impossible to ascertain the exact cost of the Schools each 
year owing to their fiscal year not closing with that of the town. 
We would recommend that the financial school year close on the 
31st day of December each year, and that the School Committee 
be instructed to have all bills presented previous to that date for 
settlement, and that a list of all bills not paid be given the Audi- 
tors that they may arrive at the indebtedness of the Town accu- 
rately. 

In regard to the appropriation for the Support of Poor and 
other Town charges, we would endorse the recommendation made 
by Auditors in previous years, viz., that it should be divided, and 
by that means enable the Auditors in their report to present the 
appropriations to the citizens in a clearer light. As it is, we are 
unable to ascertain whether there was a balance to the credit or 
debit of the account at the beginning of the year, consequently can- 
not inform you how the appropriation stands to-day. We are 
aware there are many who object to the above, but we are of the 
opinion were the appropriations sub-divided and each account 
charged with what properly belonged to it, the result would be 
much more to the satisfaction of the tax- -payers. 

Our report of the financial condition of the Town differs some- 
what from those presented in former years. We have taken what 
we believed to be the assets of the Town, both personal and real 
estate, and from the amount deducted the liabilities as far as we 
were capable of ascertaining’ them. The valuation of the real and 
personal estate is that given by the Assessors. We have no means 
of knowing what number of bills, if any, are held against the Town 
which should legally be paid from the appropriations of last year, 
and would advise that the Selectmen adopt a similar sugges- 
tion to that given the School Committee, viz., that of advertising 
for all claims to be presented prior to December 31st each year for 
settlement. The estimated liabilities we have given are the sala- 
ries of Town Officers, taking for our guise the salaries paid in for- 
mer years, together with the commissions due the Tax Collector 
when he shall have closed his account. Here we would offer the 
suggestion that the Town vote each of its officers a fixed salary per 
year. By that means the Auditors can very easily arrive at balance, 
‘if any, due each one. 
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While we have the fullest confidence in the honesty and integ- 
rity of our Treasurer, we are of the opinion that the books of the 
Town kept in a manner somewhat similar to the following would 
give greater satisfaction to all concerned, viz., that at the begin- 
ning of the year the appropriations be credited to their several ac- 
counts and charged to a'Town account; the Town account credited’ 
with monies received from Tax Collector and other sources, and 
that the amounts paid out be charged to the several distinct accounts. 
By that means a trial balance could be taken from the books, and 
sach account stand on its own basis and show a balance for or against. 
We also recommend that each bill be audited previous to settlement 
as is done in other Towns and Cities. 

Se be recommending that all accounts close with December 31st 
of each year, we would include the Public Library. While their 
money is taken in bulk and it is not of as much importance that it 
close as others, still we advise that all accounts be included. 

In recommending these few changes we are aware that objec- 
tions will be presented. Still we are of the opinion that every 
good business man will acknowledge that they are business princi- 
ples, and that the Town can and should be carried on in a busi- 
hess manner. Surely, were the above suggestions adopted, the 
Auditors’ labor would give greater satisfaction to themselves as 
well as the tax-payers.

KIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Wapoir, January 1, 1884. 

The Library Year ending December 31st, 1883, brings with 
it the following statisties, by which the Trustees hope that it is 
demonstrated that the usefulness of the Library to the Town has 
been continued. By comparison of books issued it is found that 
there is a steady increase from year to year. In 1879 there were 
issued 18,720 vols. ; in 1882 20,258 vols., an increase in 1882 
over 1879 of 1,538 vols. In 1883 19,775 vols: were issued, a 
slight decrease from the preceding year, but this is probably due to 
the fact that there were no books circulated for the three months 
preceding 1882. The books circulated have been in the following 
proportions for the past two years :—

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The average per cent. of fiction issued from Public Libra- 
ries in general is about 74 per cent. The decrease in the reading 
of fiction is perhaps partly due to the classified catalogue which has 
been in use for the past two years. 

The number of vols. now in the Library in circulation is 
2,891, pamphlets 47, books of reference 11, official documents 
796, catalogues of other libraries 25. There have been 302 vols., 
299 by purchase, added to the Lib ‘ary this year exclusive of pam- 
phlets and official documents. Of these, 22 replaced worn out 
books. Of these 299 vols. purchased, 97 vols. were fiction, and 
202 of all others. Separate magazines to the number of 11 were 
subscribed for, as follows: ,2 copies Harpers’, 2 Century, 2 St. 
Nicholas, 2 Wide Awake, 1 Atlantic, 1 No. American Review, 
4 Popular Science Monthly. The number of new names registered 
to whom books were issued for the year, 111. 

The Trustees have to express thanks for books presented to 
the Library by Mr. Jas. A. Dupee, Mr. Washington Glover, 
Hon. F. W. Bird; official documents from Hon. B. W. Harris ; 
books and pamphlets from Mr. Eugene Fay ; the Council Fire for 
1884 and previous years from Mr. Jon. R. Morse. ‘Thanks are 
also due to the editors of the Walpole Star and Dedham Transcript 
for contributions of their papers. Pate! 

In the matter of the appropriation for the coming year it seems 
necessary to ask for a small ingrease over the preceding year, as 
books are fast wearing out and need to be replaced. Also the ref- 
erence Library is now quite limited and it is the wish of the Trus- 
tees to increase this section and at the same time keep up the oth- 
er departments. Therefore, in view of these wants it has been de- 
cided to recommend that four hundred dollars and the dog tax be 
appropriated for 1884. It should be taken into consideration 
that cash on hand January 1, 1884, as exhibited in the Treasurer’s 
Report, is for use up to April 1, 1884, as the financial year of the 
Library ends at that time, and no part of the new appropriation is 
expended until April 1, 1884.
